PRESIDENT’S . REPLIES. 


w Mr. Wy J-Carrie’ replied as fol-

T have xeceived a considerable num- 
ber of complaints from residents at

Small Collections Of Water.” 


The plague of mosquitoes.on the 
Peak was largely confined to the 
Pokfulam Catchment area and to 
the hillside south of Stubbs Road. 
‘Mosquitoes were found breeding in 
Jarge numbers in small collections 
of water on these hillsides. These 
pools were emptied of water, and 
the surrounding: undergrowth cut. 
‘The permanent abolition of these 
breeding ‘places would require- the 
filling in of thousands of. holes and 
crevices, large and, small, .on the 
hillsides.

Chinese Opinion, 

The concensus of Chinese opinion 
is also that the assailant was hired 
by someone who had a: grudge 
against Mr. Lee Hysan arising out 
of some business transactions, They 
also believe that behind the murder. 
er, there is a powerful organisation 
which tould afford every reasonable 
protection to the gunman who car- 
ried out the crime. They are frankly 
of the opinion that the murderer 
will not be brought to book. 


Body Eemoved From Mortuary. 


The body of Mr. Lee Hysan, which 
was removed to the: Mortuary after 
‘the tragedy, was later taken to de- 


ceased's residence at Kennedy Road. | 


The post-mortem examination re~ 
vealed that the ‘first. two shots 
entered the back, and the other 
struck the back of the neck sever- 
ing the main artcry leading to the 
heart. Of the two shots hitting the 
back, one ‘pierced the liver. The 
third shot was found embedded in 
the woodwork of the staircase.

It was during 1096; that motor 
exporty from Great Britain for the 
first time exceeded motor imports 
| in number and value. During that 
year nett imports, the umber of 
‘which is artived at by deducting 
re-exports ‘liom . gross’: imports, 
amounted tg 21,82, this figure re 
presenting the total. of private cars, 
commercial vehicles and bare 
chassis. The revised figure for ex- 
ports during 1028 showed a total of 
39,388, . The exports of ‘complete 
ears exceeded. the importe by about 
two thousand, and'‘the exports of 
chassis exceeded the imports. by up- 
wards of 6,000, As regards commer- 
cial vehicles, the figures were 
smaller, but exports were very 
nearly double imports in, number 
and more ;than five times as great 
in value. In other words,» under 
this heading imports must have con- 
sisted: mainly of quite light- vehicles 
of small value, while exports muat 
have consisted mainly of quite sub- 
-stantial vehicles af aubstingial 
value. During that year, the value 
of total exports exceeded the value 
of ‘imports by well over four million 
pounds, -. ” 

‘Woe may ‘now consider the cor- 
responding figures for 1927. In 
some respects, these arc’ more, and 
in other respects less, satisfactory. 
Total exports increased as compar- 
ed with the previous year, both 
numerically and in value, and ex- 
ports’ slso increased under all the 
three headings of cars, commercin] 
vehicles, andchassis. Total exports 
amounted to 35,696, that is to say, 
an increase of over three thousand, 
Their value showed an increase of 
not much ‘less than a million 
pounds, which menns. that the 
average value of cack export was 
larger than in the previous year, 
Meanwhile, imports also increased ; 
total nett imports for the year num- 
bered’ 31,373 to: total value of 
about £4,900,000. Thus the margin 
of. exports over imports as regards 
numbers was only about 4,300 in- 
stead of being upwards of 10,000. 
The margin in respect of value was 
about, three and oa half million 
pounds as compared with over four 
million pounds, ‘Under one head- 
ing, namely, complete private crs, 
imports exceeded exports in number 
but notin value: Under the other 
headings, exports exceeded imports 
jn. all ways. The figures show’ a 
remarkable aseendency on the com- 
mercial side of the British Indus- 
try; in this group the imports only 
amounted to about one hundred 
vehicles, “valued in all’. at less 
than £19,000. Meanwhile, exports 
amounted to 1,737 vehicles, with a 
total value of. well over a million 
pounds, the avarice value of ex- 
ports being much higher than in 
.the previous year. ’
